From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 

On  the  weekend  of  February  6th 
and  7th,  our  congregation  will 
participate  in  what  has  become 
an  annual  event  of  ever¬ 
growing  proportions  and 
popularity,  The  Shabbaton.  While  everyone 
involved  in  the  planning  is  confident  that  the 
program  will  be  an  excellent  one  (more 
about  the  program  a  bit  further  down),  I 

want  to  focus 
initially  on  what 
transpires  at  every 
Shabbaton, 
regardless  of  the 
speaker  or  the 
topic.  By  the  time 
the  Shabbaton 
concludes,  there  is 
a  shared  sense  of 
togetherness,  of 
community,  of 
commonality  of 
purpose,  of  belonging,  that  emerges  among 
the  Shabbaton  participants.  Structured 
around  the  Shabbat  services  and  meals,  the 
program  becomes  progressively  less  formal 
as  we  proceed  from  Friday  night  to  Shabbat 
afternoon  to  Havdallah,  encouraging 
congregants  to  get  to  know  each  other  as  the 
“ Shabbaton  experience”  deepens  and  people 
relax  and  “open  up”  more  and  more. 

Between  the  meals,  the  afternoon  workshops 
(which  tend  to  be  interactive)  and  the 
breaks,  during  which  many  individuals 
choose  to  remain  in  the  Synagogue  building, 
the  Shabbaton  affords  a  unique  opportunity 
to  meet  and  to  develop  new  or  deeper 
relationships.  Lastly,  the  Shabbaton  fosters  an 
appreciation  of  Shabbat,  of  the  wisdom  of 
setting  aside  a  day  when  our  everyday 
concerns  are  held  in  abeyance.  Shabbat  is  “a 
palace  in  time”  for  the  soul,  for  spiritual 
nourishment,  for  intellectual  stimulation,  for 
personal  and  interpersonal  enhancement. 

By  now  you  have  seen  the  theme  for  our 
Shabbaton  in  several  places  and  formats: 

“Our  Heart  Is  in  the  East:  The  Place  of  Israel 
in  the  Lives  of  American  Jewry.”  The  title  is 


based  on  a  paraphrase  of  a  very  famous 
lament  uttered  by  the  medieval  poet  and 
philosopher  Yehuda  HaLevi,  “My  heart  is  in 
the  East,  but  I  am  at  the  edge  of  the  West” 
(Spain).  It  expresses  our  love  for  Israel,  our 
concern  for  her  people,  her  safety,  her  place 
in  the  world,  and  our  ambiguous  and,  oft- 
times,  disquieting  feelings  about  where  we 
belong  and  where  our  allegiances  he. 

Those  who  know  Dr.  Daniel  Gordis, 
whether  personally  or  by  reputation,  are 


both  impressed  and  envious  that  we  have 
the  good  fortune  of  hosting  him  as  our 
Scholar-in-Residence.  You  can  get  some 
idea  of  just  how  talented  he  is  and  why  he  is 
the  ideal  person  to  help  us  grapple  with  ‘the 
place  of  Israel  in  our  lives’  by  sampling  his 
books.  For  starters,  I  would  recommend 
Home  to  Stay:  One  American  Family’s 
Chronicle  of  Miracles  and  Struggles  in 
Contemporary  Israel  or  If  a  Place  Can  Make 
You  Cry:  Dispatches  from  an  Anxious  State.

You  can  also  read  many  of  his  articles 
online  at  http://www.topica.com/lists/ 
gordis/read.  Most  recently,  Gordis  wrote  an 
excellent  rebuttal  and  analysis  of  the 
controversial  Tony  Judt  essay,  which 
appeared  in  the  New  York  Review  of  Books. 

The  Shabbaton  begins  with  our 
musically  enhanced  Rinah  U’Tefilah 
services  on  Friday  night,  followed  by  a 
Congregational  Dinner  (reservation 
required!)  and  the  first  of  several 
presentations  by  Rabbi  Gordis.  Following 
dinner  he  will  lead  a  special  session  with 
our  teenagers. 

On  Shabbat  morning,  Rabbi  Gordis  will 
speak  from  the  bimah  in  the  Main 
Sanctuary.  Parents  of  Congregational 
School  students  will  be  encouraged  to  hear 
him  while  their  children  are  meeting  with 
post-army  Israeli  youth  educators.  Havurah 
participants  will  join  the  Sanctuary  service 
for  his  presentation. 

Two  afternoon  sessions  will  be  preceded 
by  lunch  (again,  by  reservation  only),  and 
just  before  the  brief  M inha  (afternoon)  and 
Ma’ariv  (evening)  services,  we  will  have  a 
special  se’udah  sh’lishit  (third  meal)  /  T”U 
B’Sh’vat  Seder  because  it  so  happens  that 
February  7th  is  T”U  B’Sh’vat.  At  the 
Shabbaton  three  years  ago  we  held  such  a 
Seder  as  part  of  lunch  and  it  was 
enthusiastically  received,  especially  by 
those  who  had  never  been  to  one  before. 
(Not  to  worry:  the  T”U  B’Sh’vat  Seder, 
unlike  the  Passover  Seder,  lasts  only  about 
20  minutes;  their  common  feature  is  four 
cups  of  wine  or  grape  juice.)  And  we  will 
conclude  a  day  that  is  rich  in  every  sense  of 
the  word  with  a  Havdallah  program  led  by 
our  own  musician/educators  Brian  Gelfand, 
Jody  Prusan  and  Jonathan  Bayer. 

There  is  no  better  way  to  feel  a  part  of 
our  Synagogue,  to  experience  its  intimacy 
(yes,  more  and  more  our  shul  is  becoming 
an  intimate  place!),  and  to  explore 
honestly  and  in  depth  a  topic  that  is  vital  to 
our  identity  as  Jews.  If  you  come  to  the 
Shabbaton,  you  will  not  be  disappointed.

The  MATAN  Program  for 
Learning  Differences  at 
P.A.S. 

mmhe  Congregational  School  is  in 
its  second  year  of  offering  a  pro¬ 
gram  to  meet  the  needs  of  chil¬ 
dren  with  learning  differences. 
This  program  was  developed  in 
consultation  with  MATAN:  The  Gift  of 
Jewish  Learning  for  Every  Child,  a  multi¬ 
disciplinary  team  of  Jewish  educators, 
special  educators,  and  mental  health 
professionals  committed  to  designing  and 
implementing  modifications  that  enable 
Jewish  schools  to  serve  all  children  regard¬ 
less  of  ability.  Our  MATAN  program  was 
piloted  in  2002-2003  with  a  single  class  of 
six  9-11  year  olds.  This  year,  the  program 
has  expanded  to  two  classes:  MATAN 
rishon  for  children  ages  6-7  and  MATAN 
sheni  for  children  ages  9-12. 

MATAN  represents  the  Synagogue’s 
commitment  both  to  educate  all  children 
Jewishly,  and  to  act  upon  the  established 
knowledge  that  each  child  learns  different¬ 
ly  and  that  some  learners  need  additional 
resources  to  succeed  in  their  academic 
environments.  Utilizing  a  multi-sensory 
approach  to  learning  and  creative  teaching, 
the  MATAN  curriculum  is  tailored  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  unique  strengths  of  the 
students  in  these  classes.  Although  our 
MATAN  students  follow  a  unique  curricu¬ 
lum,  they  are  integrated  with  students  in 
other  Congregational  School  classes  for 
special  programming,  including  music,  art, 
Israeli  dance,  holiday  celebrations  and 
Shabbat  services. 

The  Hebrew  word  MATAN  means  “gift.” 
The  Talmud  (Sukkah4i)  tells  us  that  “To  get 
a  gift  means  to  return  one.”  Indeed,  it  is 
our  hope  that  all  of  our  students  will  one 
day  give  back  to  the  Jewish  community  in 
terms  of  commitment,  involvement, 
leadership  and  continuity.
